Absence Law 


Unexcused absences in excess 
of the one-per-unit maximum per- 
mitted for any course will in the 
future add additional units to the 
required for graduation, 
Director D. K. Hammond, _an- 
nounced today. This will apply to 
all students except 1938 graduates. 

Only as many cuts are allowed a 
student in any course as_ that 
course offers units of credit, he 
said. In this respect there has been 
no change. 

The new rule specifies that, in 
the event of absence in excess of 
one per unit, additional units shall 
be added to the 64 required for 
graduation at the rate of one unit 
for each four absences or. major 
fraction thereof. These excess ab- 
sences are cumulative for all 
courses throughout the four semes- 
ters.

ells How Sugar 
Is Produced 


By OTTO HUBER 
veryone uses sugar, but ve 
few kno whow it is made,” W. 
Ryckman; foreman of the sugar di- 
vision, revealed on a recent junior 
college inspection tour.of the local 
sugar factory, located on Dyer 
road. 

“Beets used in making sugar are 
bought from near-by farms, cost- 
ing the factory $6 to 08 a ton, de- 
pending on the sugar content,” he

“The beets are sliced into shreds 
and the water is taken out by dif- 
fusion. About 10 to 15 hundred 
tons are sliced each day. The juice 
is then crushed out of the slices 
and is filtered eight times. Brown 
sugar is put et a centrifigal ma- 
chine and whirled until the impuri- 
ties are removed. The sugar is then 
granulated. 

“The mill can make 180,000 
pounds each eight-hour shift, or 
540,000 pounds each day,” Mr. 
Ryckman said. “‘This operation con- 
tinues for about three months each 
year.” 

The pulp from the beets used in 
making sugar is dried and mixed 
with molasses which is sold ag 
cattle feed.

WASHINTON, D. C.—The cur- 
rent wave of governmental econ- 
omy is being felt—and resisted— 
in college circles, 

The American Youth Congress 
is leading a drive against further 
reductions in federal appropriat- 
ions for the benefit df young 
people. Next week.a meeting will 
be held here to discuss plans for 
fighting further cuts, 

BLASTS REDUCTION 


The Youth Congress, in its blast 
against reduction of funds for 
young people, said that the present 
cut in National Youth Adminis- 
tration funds, from $75,000,000 
to $50,000,000, had deprived 65, 
000 college students of needed 
federal aid, together with 120,000 
high school students. This totals 
the amazing number of 185,000 
students—enough to fill many 
schools—who have been denied 
needed assistance. 

Your reporter, in an effort to 


determine just how many students 
have been denied aid because of 
the reduction of funds, today in- 
terviewed officials of the NYA. 
They stated that figures for the 
current school quarter were still in 
the process of compilation in the 
NYA area offices. 


MAKE ESTIMATE 


The NYA officials did, however, 
make an estimate. They figured 
that about two-thirds as many 
students are being helped this year 
as received aid in the first school 
quarter of 1936. One-third of the 
1936 number have been cut off be- 
ca use of lack of funds. This esti- 
mate would indicate that between 
80,000 and 100,000 fewer students 
are receiving help this year than 
last year. 

Whether or not one accepts the 
estimate of the American Youth 
Cangress of the unofficial NYA 
approximation, the fact remains 
that a tremendous number of stu- 
dents, or perhaps ambitious young 
people who would like to be stu- 
oe ag are NOT receiving needed 
elp.

@ Wrights Built Plane 34 Years Ago 
FIRST FLIGHT CELEBRATED 


Thirty-four years ago today, two 
men—two bicycle shop proprietors 
—struggled against the wind which 
typified Kitty Hawk, N. C., and 
lifted the first motor driven, heav- 
ier than air machine into flight, for 
59 seconds and at a speed of 30 
miles per hour. 

It.turned out that the two men 
were brothers. They were Orville 
and Wilbur Wright. 


AERONAUTICS WAS SPORT 

The two first became. engrossed 
in gliding in the ’90’s, when the 
exploits of Otto Lienthal, a German 
glider enthusiast, reached their 
ears. Later, Lienthal was killed in 
a glider crash. Wilbur and Orville 
then learned the cause of the fatal 
crash. Lienthal had controlled the 
equilbrium of the glider with the 
weight of his own body. This caused 
the brothers to perfect a mechan- 
ical balance control. 

Aeronautics first appealed to 
them as a sport, but it developed 
into a science, as they continued in 
their experiments. In 1901, the 
pair inaugurated the first wind tun- 
nel, using it to test the lift and 
drag of different shaped air-foils. 


BUILD FIRST PLANE 

At last the two completed their 
first home-made craft. It was an 
odd looking contraption that weigh- 
ed 750 pounds including the pilot. 
It was driven by a 12 horsepower 
gas engine. 

Then, on that memorable day of 
Dec. 17, 1903, at Kitty Hawk, N. 
C., the two proved that man could
